Official Town Meeting Minutes 
March 11, 2014 
Colebrook, New Hampshire 


Moderator Ron Patterson called the meeting to order at five minutes after seven to give the 
election personnel time to prepare the area for counting the ballots for the three elections: Town, 
School and Special Election for Executive Councilor for District One. Counting was conducted 
behind the rails during town meeting proceedings. Moderator Patterson reminded all that, should 
a secret ballot be requested on any warrant article presented, voting could not take place on the 
issue until after he had received a certification of election ballot results. | 


Moderator Patterson reminded the attendees, if they had not already done so, to check in with the 
Supervisors of the Checklist to obtain a green voting card (a new procedure this year). To vote, 
attendees will be asked to raise their card. He also noted only registered voters of the town may 
legally speak to an article. If a non-resident wishes to speak, a majority of residents present will 
need to give permission. Excepted from this ruling are Town of Colebrook Department Heads who 
do not live in town. They may speak to issues relating to their department. He asked if those who 
spoke would please use the microphone, be sure to state their name and try to add something new 
to the subject, addressing comments to him and not someone in the audience. 


The meeting proceeded with all present standing for the Pledge of Allegiance. There were 
approximately 80 people in attendance. 


Article 1: To bring in your ballots for the selection of Town Officers to be elected by ballot for the 
Town of Colebrook for the ensuing year. 


Article 2: To bring in your votes for the selection of Executive Councilor. 


Article 3: Jules Kennett made a motion to raise and appropriate the sum of thirty three thousand 
dollars ($33,000) for the purpose of purchasing and outfitting a replacement cruiser and to 
authorize the withdrawal of thirty-three thousand dollars ($33,000) from the Cruiser Capital 
Equipment Reserve Fund previously established for that purpose, and to permit the Selectmen to 
dispose of the existing 2011 cruiser by "trade in" allowance or by sale as deemed in the best 
interest of the Town. The article noted there would be no tax impact. Raymond Gorman seconded 
the motion. Pam Frizzell questioned if it might be advisable to trade the older Tahoe; however, 
Chief Cass noted that vehicle’s four-wheel drive ability is useful for calls in the “back country” and 
the trade-in value would be nil. This motion passed with an affirmative show of cards. 


Article 4: Bob Holt made a motion, seconded by Jules Kennett, to raise and appropriate the sum of 
One hundred thousand dollars ($100,000) for the purpose of purchasing and outfitting a 
replacement plow/dump truck and to authorize the withdrawal of one hundred thousand dollars 
($100,000) from the Highway Equipment Capital Reserve Fund previously established for that 
purpose, and to permit the Selectmen to dispose of the existing 2005 F-550 Ford 4 WD plow/dump 
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truck by "trade-in" allowance or by sale as deemed in the best interest of the Town. It was pointed 
out there would be no tax impact. Discussion indicated the new six-wheeler would be completely 
outfitted with a plow, wing and larger sander than presently owned. The motion passed with an 
affirmative show of cards. 


Article 5: Bob Holt made a motion, seconded by Jules Kennett, to authorize the Selectmen to enter 
into a five year (60 month) lease "with option to purchase" agreement not to exceed the sum of 
$30,000 for the purpose of leasing and possibly purchasing a new fork truck for the Transfer Station, 
and to raise and appropriate the sum of $6,000 for the first year's payment for that purpose. The 
first year's payment shall be leased at the lowest rate available. This agreement shall contain an 
escape clause which shall allow the Town to avoid the terms of said lease/purchase agreement, 
without any penalty, if any future Town Meeting votes against any additional appropriations for this 
expenditure during the length of this agreement. 


Fred King moved to pass over this article until discussion on Article 6. Pam Frizzell seconded the 
motion and a show of cards was in the affirmative to pass over. 


Article 6: Raymond Gorman made a motion to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,936,937 for General Government. He noted this article does not include special or individual 
articles addressed.

Jules Kennett seconded the motion. Ray Gorman explained the various increases or reductions to 
each department, along with the revenue changes. Discussion ensued: 


Recycling Center - Fred King asked where the budget figures were for expenses and revenues if it 
was the intention of the Board to begin a full recycling center. It was noted $6,500 was in the 
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budget to cover the first half of the year while still under contract with Lynch. Monies was also 
allocated for the purchase of a new baler and repairs to the compactor and building. Fred noted 
storage was important to recycling and he did not believe the town had considered that fully or the 
fact that it was a very labor intensive business. He strongly recommended the town continue with 
what they have at the current time or consider going back with Coos County recycling. Mr. Gorman 
pointed out the six-month arrangement with Lynch gives the town a chance to gear up, noting the 
hope to share the shipping of loads with Coos County or even Lynch. John Fothergill noted his 
concern that if the area towns do not work together, there will be unintended costs. Jules Kennett 
estimated three-fourths of the work involved in recycling is already being accomplished and going 
full bore would allow 100% of revenue to come to the Town. Bob Holt noted presently monies are 
expended to an outside agency to pick-up recycled material to bale and sell after our personnel 
collect, sort and put it in containers. He questioned, therefore, why it was not feasible for the town 
to bale and sell the recycled material. 


Expert Witness (Balsams) — Sue Collins read a statement regarding the line item totaling $10,000 to 
cover an expert witness for the Balsams abatement issue. She felt the town should offer an 
economic incentive whereas the business is trying to rebuild and has had no income for two years 
rather than paying for an expert witness. Jules Kennett noted the issue is under litigation; however, 
the town has to follow the same procedure for this abatement request as any other. Sue Collins 
stated she felt the Board should delete the $10,000 expert witness Balsams line. Discussion ensued 
with Town Manager Becky Merrow asking all to understand the article in question is the operating 
budget and a recommendation can be made where to cut; however, it is only advisory as the Board 
of Selectmen make the final decision where any reduction, if approved, would occur. 


Sue Collins moved to amend Article #6 by $10,000 and to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,926,937.00. Sandra Riendeau seconded the motion. The amendment passed with a vote of 48 
ayes and 25 nays. 


Mike Pearson asked to have figures next year on the savings generated by the usage of the 
biometric time clocks. In answer to Sue Collins questions regarding the landfill closure and test 
wells, Public Works Director Kevin McKinnon explained the eight remaining wells have been 
converted to electricity, are pumping more water; therefore more water is needed to be trucked. 
The cost to treat it is being borne by all taxpayers. 


The moderator called for a vote on the amended article to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,926,937 for General Government. The article passed with a majority vote. 


At this point, Article #5 was brought back for consideration: 


Article 5: Bob Holt made a motion, seconded by Jules Kennett, to authorize the Selectmen to enter 
into a five year (60 month) lease "with option to purchase" agreement not to exceed the sum of 
$30,000 for the purpose of leasing and possibly purchasing a new fork truck for the Transfer Station, 
and to raise and appropriate the sum of $6,000 for the first year's payment for that purpose. The 
first year's payment shall be leased at the lowest rate available. This agreement shall contain an 
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escape clause which shall allow the Town to avoid the terms of said lease/purchase agreement, 
without any penalty, if any future Town Meeting votes against any additional appropriations for this 
expenditure during the length of this agreement. 


Bob Holt explained that currently the bobcat is being used at the transfer station to move bales; 
however, it is the believed the volume of recycled material will increase once the town goes into full 
recycling and a fork truck would be more productive and safer to use. Fred King responded he felt 
this expenditure is not necessary for a piece of equipment that will be used a dozen times a year. 
He also questioned where the fork-truck would be stored. He felt it would be more cost effective to 
upgrade the loader or rent a similar piece of equipment when needed. It was noted a ramp will 
need to be built for this venture. 


The moderator called for a vote and the article failed with a show of cards; 45 nays; 33 ayes. 


Article 7: Raymond Gorman made a motion, seconded by Jules Kennett, to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $135,396 for the purpose of Funding the 45th Parallel Ambulance Service. Ray Gorman 
explained the increase in the appropriation from last year is primarily due to increase in workmen’s 
compensation and the difficulty in the collection issue with insurance companies. The motion as 
presented passed with a majority vote. 


Article 8: Jules Kennett made a motion to raise and appropriate the sum of $116,000 for the 
following Capital Reserve Funds. It was noted the entire appropriation will be funded by taxation. 


Equipment Purchase (Highway) $ 80,000 
Police Cruiser S 15,000 

Bridge Fund $ 20,000 

Office Equipment/Software $ 1,000 


The motion was seconded by Bob Holt and passed as presented with a majority vote. 


Article 9: Bob Holt made a motion, seconded by Jules Kennett, to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$15,000 to create a new Capital Reserve Fund called "Repairs & Improvements to Town Buildings" 
and to name the Selectmen as agents to expend from this fund. Town Manager Becky Merrow 
noted, by naming the Selectmen as agents, it would allow a major repair to be accomplished mid- 
year rather than waiting for Town Meeting. The motion passed as presented with a majority vote. 
Article 10: Raymond Gorman made a motion, seconded by Jules Kennett, to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $5,000 to create a new Capital Reserve Fund called "Colby Street Ditching" and to name 
the Selectmen as agents to expend from this fund. Ray explained to complete the project will entail 
cooperation with the Army Corp of Engineers as well as wetlands issue. The motion as presented 
passed with a majority vote. 


Article 11: Jules Kennett made a motion to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000 to create a new 
Capital Reserve Fund called "Transfer Station Equipment Replacement" and to name the Selectmen 
as agents to expend from this fund. Raymond Gorman seconded the motion and discussion ensued. 
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Phil Dauphinais complimented the Board on the improvement to the dock; however, expressed 
hope the water issue would be addressed this year. Fred King questioned the change in 
establishing the fund and making the Selectmen agents to expend. He noted the Board of 
Selectmen used to have to come before the people for permission to expend. 


Wayne Frizzell made a motion to amend the article to remove the statement “to name the 
Selectmen as agents to expend from this fund.” Pam Frizzell seconded the motion and the 
amendment as presented passed with an affirmative show of cards. 


Moderator Patterson called for a vote on the amended article to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$5,000 to create a new Capital Reserve Fund called “Transfer Station Equipment Replacement.” 
The article as amended passed with a majority vote. 


Article 12: Bob Holt made a motion to raise and appropriate the sum of $15,000 for the Water 
Reservoir Capital Reserve Fund. The entire appropriation will be funded by water user fees. Jules 
Kennett seconded the motion and it passed with a majority vote. 


Article 13: Jules Kennett made a motion, seconded by Bob Holt, to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$482,623 for the Colebrook Water Works and the Colebrook Sewer Facilities. 


-- Water Department - $244,328 
-- Sewer Department - $238,295 


Said funds are to be offset by user fees. Sue Collins noted the increase in audit services. Town 
Manager Becky Merrow stated the compilation service should probably be put out to bid next year. 
The motion as presented passed with a majority vote. 


Article 14: Bob Holt made a motion, seconded by Jules Kennett, to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$137,392 for the support of the Colebrook Public Library. $126,767 to be raised through taxation 
and $10,625 of which is to come from other library balance on hand January 1, 2014, book sales, 
donations, trust funds, non-resident fees, other communities, overdue fines, book resale, copying 
fees, etc., such funds to be expended under the direction of the Board of Library Trustees. The 
motion as presented passed with a majority vote. 


Article 15: Bob Holt made a motion to raise and appropriate the sum of $34,425 for the purpose of 
repairing the roof at the library, $10,000.00 to come from the Roof Capital Reserve Fund previously 
established and $24,425 to come from taxes. Jules Kennett seconded the motion and it passed as 
presented with a majority vote. 


Article 16: Raymond Gorman made a motion to raise and appropriate the sum of $83,745 for the 
operation and maintenance of the Colebrook Cemeteries, the sum of $72,745 to be raised through 
taxation and $11,000 to be raised from burials, cemetery trust funds and other Colebrook Cemetery 
revenues. Jules Kennett seconded the motion and the motion passed as presented with a majority 
vote. 
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Article 17: Raymond Gorman made a motion, seconded by Jules Kennett, to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $5,000 to be added to the Colebrook Cemetery Grounds Maintenance and Reclamation 
Expendable Trust Fund. Discussion ensued with Sue Collins questioning why additional monies was 
necessary. Jules Kennett explained the money is being set aside for development of the large area 
at the back of the cemetery when needed in the future. The motion as presented passed with a 
majority vote. 


Article 18: Jules Kennett made a motion, seconded by Raymond Gorman, to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $248,933 for the Colebrook Dispatch Center, $133,195 to come from participating 
towns; $115,738 to come from taxation. Mr. Kennett noted the dispatch center is close to having a 
back-up facility on line at the hospital which could be utilized in case of a major event. The motion 
as presented passed with a majority vote. 


Article 19: Jules Kennett made a motion, seconded by Raymond Gorman, to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $25,103 for the purpose of Grant work. 


M $22,603 Stone Garden Grant ($22,603 grant; SO taxation) 
mM S 2,500 FEMA Local Emergency Operation Plan ($2,500 grant; SO taxation) 


lt was noted this amount is to be reimbursed from Grant revenues. The motion as presented 
passed with a majority vote. 


Article 20: Bob Holt made a motion, seconded by Jules Kennett, to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $150,000 for the purpose of paving any Colebrook Class V roads and streets, to include East 
Colebrook Road and the upper portion of Titus Hill Road. He noted the Selectmen had not 
recommended passage of this article by a 2-1 vote as they had wished to present a level-funded 
budget. He stated, should the article pass, it will raise the tax rate 90 cents. He continued it had 
been added as a separate warrant article so the wish of the people could be followed. 


Discussion ensued. Phil Dauphinais questioned if a quality inspection had been conducted last year 
after the paving was completed, noting the road appears to be falling apart. Public Works Director 
Kevin McKinnon noted this is a common problem in cold weather climes and there is no cure other 
than crack sealing which sometimes helps. Frances Haynes questioned if the town has a plan to do 
some type of maintenance every year; Kevin noted there is a Road Management Plan anyone is 
welcome to review. He also noted road maintenance will get more expensive the longer it waits to 
be done. 


The moderator called for a vote on the article and it passed as presented with a majority vote. 


Article 21: Bob Holt made a motion, seconded by Raymond Gorman, to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $24,000 for the maintenance and repair of East Colebrook Road. Once again, he noted the 
Selectmen did not recommend passage of this article by a 2-1 vote in order to present a level- 
funded budget. The motion as presented passed with a majority vote. 
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Article 22: Jules Kennett made a motion to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000.00 for the 
purpose of entering into an agreement with a licensed forester to determine if timber harvesting in 
the Colebrook Town Forest on South Hill Road is appropriate at this time. Reference was made to a 
Forest Management Plan prepared for the Town of Colebrook in July, 2009. Bob Holt seconded the 
motion and it passed with a majority vote. 


Article 23: Jules Kennett made a motion to raise and appropriate the sum of $1.00 for the purpose 
of District Heating design, planning, survey and right-of-way work and to allow the Town to apply for 
any and all grants in furtherance of this project. Bob Holt seconded the motion. The motion passed 
with a majority vote. 


Article 24: Raymond Gorman made a motion, seconded by Jules Kennett, to establish a Police 
Special Detail Revolving Fund pursuant to RSA 31:95-h, for the purpose of police special details. All 
revenues received for police 24 special details will be deposited into the fund, and the money in the 
fund shall be allowed to accumulate from year to year, and shall not be considered part of the 
town's general fund balance. The town treasurer shall have custody of all moneys in the fund, and 
shall pay out the same only upon order of the governing body and no further approval is required 
by the legislative body to expend. Such funds may be expended only for the purpose for which the 
fund was created. It was explained that expenses to the town generated by these details would be 
paid out of the fund. The motion passed by majority vote. 


Article 25: The moderator read the following article, submitted by petition: 


We, the Child Advocacy Center of Coos County request the Town of Colebrook to raise and 
appropriate $2,301 in support of the program outlined. The Child Advocacy Center of Coos County 
(CAC-CC) is a not-for profit community partnership dedicated to the investigation, prosecution and 
treatment of child victims of crime. The CAC-CC brings together all pieces of a multi-disciplinary 
team to one child friendly, neutral location so that one interview can be conducted and all relevant 
parties are represented and working together from day one of the investigation. Through the work 
of the CAC-CC, allegations of physical and sexual abuse are more thoroughly investigated, trauma 
experienced by children is reduced, parents are empowered to protect their children and children 
are connected to the support services they need. In addition, prosecution rates are increased 40% 
when the investigation is facilitated by the CAC-CC. 


The Child Advocacy Center of Coos County (CAC-CC) has partnered effectively with the Colebrook 
Police and the Division for Children Youth and Families to serve child victims of crime living in the 
Town of Colebrook. During the past fiscal year, the CAC-CC did not serve any child victims of crime 
living in the town of Colebrook, but it is our mission through education and outreach to reach those 
child victims of crime not coming forward who may live in your town with the funds provided to us. 
A nationwide study entitled The Economic Impact of Child Maltreatment found that communities 
using the child advocacy center model results in savings of $1,500 per case. 
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Mike Pearson moved to approve the article for discussion. David Brooks seconded the motion. 
Discussion ensued. Raymond Gorman noted the Selectmen did not recommend passage of this 
article due to the fact no one in the Town of Colebrook received service and the appropriation 
request increased from $1,000 to $2,301. He also explained passage of the article would mean a 
fifteen-cent increase on the tax rate. Karen Ladd stated she felt this service should be part of the 
criminal justice system but currently has to go out and ask for donations. She further explained the 
increase in appropriation is based on $1.00 per town population. She advocates supporting the 
program as it means less trauma for a child victim. The motion as presented passed with a majority 
vote. 


Article 26: Jules Kennett moved to accept, ratify and confirm the reports of the Agents, Selectmen, 
Auditors and all other Town Officers. Raymond Gorman seconded and all present agreed. 


Article 27: To transact any other business that may legally come before this meeting. 


Raymond Gorman presented the Citizen of the Year award to Solange Hebert and Marie 
Gorman, characterized as a dynamic, industrious, sister duo who have exhibited pride in all they do 
for the community (whether volunteering at the hospital, funeral luncheons, or planting flowers for 
the Garden Club). Noted also was their approximate 75 years of combined service to the Town 
over time as an auditor, town clerk and election ballot clerks. 


Raymond also thanked Orrin (Bill) Holman for his service as Assistant Moderator over the 
last few years. 


David Hodge brought up the issue of the Balsams abatement issue once more. He noted the 
majority of the body present appeared to recommend that the Board give the abatement of 
$10,000. Town Manager clarified that the $10,000 is to hire an expert witness regarding the 
assessment of the golf course; the actual abatement, should it be approved, would be closer to 
$50,000. Once again, she reminded the townspeople that any recommendation is advisory only. 


Before adjourning the meeting, Moderator Patterson noted the decline in attendance. He 
thanked everyone for attending but asked that they bring a friend next year, nothing the only way 
democracy works is if your participate. 

The meeting was adjourned at 9:50 pm.

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MANAGEMENT?’S DISCUSSION AND ANALYSIS 
TOWN OF COLEBROOK 
FOR THE YEAR ENDED DECEMBER 31, 2013 


Presented here is Management’s Discussion and Analysis for Town of Colebrook for the year ended 
December 31, 2013. Responsibility for both the accuracy of the data, and the completeness and fairness 
of this presentation (including all disclosures) rests with management. To the best of our knowledge and 
belief, the data contained herein is accurate in all material respects. This information is reported in a 
manner designed to fairly present the Town’s financial position, and the results of operations of the 
Town’s various funds. All disclosures necessary to enable the reader to gain an accurate understanding of 
the Town’s financial activities have been included. 


The Selectboard is responsible for establishing an accounting and internal control structure designed to 
ensure that the physical, informational, intellectual, and human resource assets of the Town are protected 
from loss, theft, and misuse, and to ensure that adequate accounting information is maintained and 
reported in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles (GAAP). Management also strives 
to ensure that these assets are put to good and effective use. The internal control structure is designed to 
provide reasonable assurances that these objectives are attained. 


Overview of the Financial Statements 


This discussion and analysis is intended to serve as an introduction to the Town’s financial statements. 
The basic financial statements consist of three components: 


1. Government-wide financial statements 
2. Fund financial statements 
3. Notes to the basic financial statements 


Government- Wide Financial Statements 


The government-wide financial statements are designed to provide readers with a broad overview of the 
Town’s finances, in a manner similar to most private-sector companies. 


The statement of net position presents information on all of the Town’s assets and liabilities, with the 
difference between the two reported as net position. Over time, increases and decreases in net position 
may serve as a useful indicator of whether the financial position of the Town is improving or 
deteriorating. 


The statement of activities presents information showing how the government’s net position changed 
during the most recent fiscal year. All changes in net position are reported as soon as the underlying 
event giving rise to the change occurs, regardless of the timing of related cash flows. Thus revenues and 
expenses are reported in this statement for some items that will only result in cash flows in future periods 
(for example, uncollected taxes or unpaid amounts due to suppliers). 


The government-wide financial statements distinguish functions of the Town that are principally 
supported by taxes and intergovernmental revenues (governmental activities) from other functions that 

are intended to recover all or a significant portion of their costs through user fees and charges (business- 
type activities). The governmental activities of the Town include, among others, general government, 
public safety, and highway maintenance and construction. Business-type activities of the Town consist of 
the water distribution system and sewage collection and treatment. 


The government-wide financial statements can be found on pages 9 to 11 of this report. 
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Fund Financial Statements 


A fund is a grouping of related accounts that is used to maintain control over resources that have been 
segregated for specific activities or objectives. The Town uses fund accounting to ensure and 
demonstrate compliance with finance-related legal requirements. All of the funds of the Town can be 
divided into three categories: governmental funds, proprietary funds, and fiduciary funds. 


Governmental funds are used to account for essentially the same functions reported as governmental 
activities in the government-wide financial statements. However, unlike the government-wide financial 
statements, governmental fund financial statements focus on near-term inflows and outflows of spendable 
resources, as well as on balances of spendable resources available at the end of the fiscal year. Such 
information may be useful in evaluating the Town’s near-term financing requirements. 


Because the focus of governmental funds is narrower than that of the government-wide financial 
statements, it is useful to compare the information presented for governmental funds with similar 
information presented for governmental activities in the government-wide financial statements. By doing 
so, readers may better understand the long-term impact of the government’s near-term financing 
decisions. Both the governmental fund balance sheet and the statement of revenues, expenditures and 
changes in fund balances provide a reconciliation to facilitate this comparison between governmental 
funds and governmental activities. 


The Town maintains numerous individual governmental funds. Information is presented separately in the 
governmental fund balance sheet and the statement of revenues, expenditures and changes in fund 
balance for the general fund, which is the Town’s only major fund. Data from the other governmental 
funds are combined into a single, aggregate presentation. 


The Town adopts an annual appropriation budget for its general fund. A budgetary comparison has been 
provided for the general fund to demonstrate compliance with the budget. 


The basic governmental fund financial statements can be found on pages 12 to 16 of this report. 
Proprietary funds include enterprise funds, which the Town uses to report the same functions presented 
as business-type activities in the government-wide financial statements. The Town uses enterprise funds 
to account for its water and sewer operations. 

The basic proprietary fund financial statements can be found on pages 17 to 19 of this report. 
Fiduciary funds are used to account for resources held for the benefit of parties outside of the Town 
government. Fiduciary funds are not reflected in the government-wide financial statements because the 
resources of those funds are not available to support the Town’s own programs. 

The basic fiduciary fund financial statements can be found on pages 20 and 21 of this report. 

Notes to the Basic Financial Statements 

The notes provide additional information that is essential to a full understanding of the data provided in 


the government-wide and fund financial statements. The notes to the financial statements can be found 
on pages 22 to 42 of this report. 
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Qther information 


In addition to the basic financial statements and accompanying notes, this report also presents required 
supplementary information which consists of employees’ other postemployment benefit plan schedule of 
funding progress found on page 43. Certain other supplementary information, which consists of the 
combining nonmajor fund balance sheet and statement of revenues, expenditures, and changes in fund 
balances found on page 45 and 46 of this report and the statement of estimated and actual revenues for the 
general fund, and statement of appropriations, expenditures and encumbrances for the generai fund found 
on pages 47 to 50 of this report, is also presented. 


Government-Wide Financial Analysis 


The Town’s overall financial position and operations for the past two years are summarized below based 


on the information included in the current and prior financial statements. 


Statement of Net Position 


The Town’s net position at December 31, 2013 was $11,518,852, a decrease of $318,586 or 2.7% from 


December 31, 2012. There were $490,835 of capital asset additions in 2013.

The increase in current assets and current liabilities between years is mainly due to an increase in cash 
reserves and an increase in monies due to the precinct and school district at year end. 


The largest component of net position, $7,928,438, is the Town’s investment in capital assets (e.g., land, 
buildings, vehicles and equipment, and infrastructure), which reflects estimated original cost of those 


assets less accumulated depreciation and related debt. 


An additional $371,836 of net position represents permanently restricted funds. By the terms of the trusts 
that gave rise to these funds, the permanently restricted portion may not be expended, but must be held in 
perpetuity to generate income for use by the Town in maintaining its cemeteries. 


Temporarily restricted net position represent funds set aside by the Town in capital reserve for future 
acquisition of capital assets, or funds designated for other specific purposes. 


Unrestricted net position is available to meet the Town’s ongoing obligations to citizens and creditors. 


Statement of Activities 


Governmental activities decreased the Town’s net position by $259,366 and business-type activities 
decreased net position by $59,220 during 2013, as shown in the summarized statement of activities

Significant variations in governmental revenues between years are summarized as follows: 

« Increase in charges for services of $39,830 is mainly due to an increase in town office revenue of 
$6,370, an increase in police special detail of $18,407, an increase in dispatch fees of $44,693, a 
decrease in recreation revenue of $5,972, a decrease in library revenue of $5,038, a decrease in 
solid waste revenue of $8,819, a decrease in fire revenue of $2,463 and a decrease in planning 


and zoning revenue of $1,948. 
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Decrease in capital grants and contributions of $66,843 is mainly due to a $133,741 decrease 
between years in activity related to an EDA flood resiliency grant and an increase in 2013 due to 
$67,447 of FEMA grant fund for work on Roaring Brook. 

Increase in taxes, licenses, and fees of $120,328 is mainly due to an increase in property taxes. 
A decrease in all other revenues of $31,996 is mainly due to a decrease of $22,268 in sale of 
municipal property and a decrease of $10,294 in sale of tax deeded property. 


Significant variations in governmental expenses between years are summarized as follows: 


Decrease in general government expense of $22,174 is mainly due to a decrease in other 
postemployment benefits of $31,662; a decrease in the change in accrued compensated absences 
of $8,596, and an increase of $15,766 in cemetery expenditures for re-paving existing cemetery 
drives. 

Increase in public safety expenses of $48,849 is mainly due to an increase in police wages and 
benefits due to an additional full time officer in 2013. 

An increase in highways and streets of $149,510 is mainly due to an increase in non-capitalized 
road maintenance. 

An increase in culture and recreation of $16,545 is mainly due to an increase of $8,609 in 
expenditures related to recreation programs and an increase in $8,437 in library expenditures. 

A decrease in economic development of $56,240 is mainly due to a $90,540 decrease between 
years in the downtown district heating research project; an increase of $1,000 grant expenditures 
related to the Coos County Economic Development project; and $35,339 of expenses in 2013 
related to studies determining the feasibility of upgrading Main Street infrastructure. 

A decrease in capital outlay of $12,263 is due to 2012 nonrecurring expenses for cemetery 
equipment and fence. 


Significant variations in business type activities between years are summarized as follows: 


An increase of $80,182 in charges for services mainly due to an increase in the water rates. 

An increase of $17,716 in operating grants and contributions due to grant revenue received to 
offset water and sewer costs related to studies determining the feasibility of upgrading water and 
sewer infrastructure on Main Street. 

An increase in capital grants and contributions of $19,151 is due to an increase in ARRA grant 
funds which are directly related to projects upgrading the current water system. 

An increase in water and sewer administration of $83,310 is mainly due to a $39,253 increase in 
depreciation; a $23,871 increase in sewer wages and benefits, a $4,017 increase in sewer electric 
costs, a $2,561 increase in sewer equipment repairs, a $1,973 decrease in water wages and 
benefits, a $5,153 decrease in water supplies, a $5,040 decrease in water testing and an increase 
of $24,832 of costs related to determining the feasibility of upgrading water and sewer 
infrastructure on Main Street. 

An increase in interest expense of $128 is due to entering into a capital lease agreement on a 
Volvo backhoe with usage and costs designated for both the water and sewer. 


Financial analysis of the Town’s funds 


Governmental funds. The focus of the Town’s governmental funds is to provide information on near- 
term inflows, outflows, and balances of spendable resources. Such information is useful in assessing the 
Town’s financing requirements. In particular, unassigned fund balance may serve as a useful measure of 
a government’s net resources available for spending at the end of the fiscal year. 


At the end of 2013, $401,745 of fund balance was available for spending at the Town’s discretion. The 
remainder of the fund balance is considered either nonspendable, restricted, committed, or assigned as 
defined by fund balance definitions. These fund balance definitions can be found in Note I.G. in the notes 
to the financial statements. 
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General fund budgetary highlights 


Estimated revenues of the general fund in 2013 exceeded actual revenues by $239,551 as shown in 
Exhibit E of the financial statements. The major components of this unfavorable variance were: 


= Less than anticipated intergovernmental revenues of $261,666 
« Greater than anticipated other local sources of $62,047 


Appropriations exceeded expenditures in the general fund by $321,610, as shown in Exhibit E of the basic 
financial statements. The major component of this favorable variance was: 


Less than anticipated general government expenditures of $35,972 

Less than anticipated public safety expenditures of $42,909 

Less than anticipated highways, streets, and bridges expenditures of $113,050 
Less than anticipated solid waste expenditures of $5,856 

Greater than anticipated economic development expenditures of $37,183 

Less than anticipated capital outlay expenditures totaling $152,599

Tax Rates 


The Department of Revenue Administration (DRA) is charged with determining the tax 
rates annually for all municipalities in accordance with Revised Statutes Annotated (RSA) 
21-J:34-:37. RSA 41:15. The final step in the process, the meeting with the DRA 
representative to certify the tax rates, is a familiar annual ritual for selectmen however; 
an enormous amount of work is required to get there. 


The DRA compiles many reports and copies of documents from cities, towns, school 
districts and counties concerning their budgets and related governmental proceedings 
for the year. (RSA 21-J:34. N.H. Admin. Code, Rev. 510). DRA also requires cities and 
towns to report the values of taxable property. The DRA confirms the validity of the 
appropriations and accuracy of the reports and computes the tax rates for cities and 
towns, including rates for the taxes to be collected for the appropriations made by local 
school districts, counties and cooperative school districts, and for the state education tax. 


The municipal tax rate is relatively straightforward. The appropriations voted by the 
town, less revenue from all other sources, is the amount of money that must be raised by 
property taxes. This sum is then divided by the total local assessed property value. The 
tax rate is expressed in terms of dollars of tax per $1,000 of valuation. 


The local school district tax rate is more complicated because it is based on the amount 
of money that must be raised by local property taxes over and above the amount 
credited to the school district by the state education property tax and other revenue 
sources. Currently, the DRA is directed to set the state education tax rate at a level 
sufficient to generate revenue of $363 million statewide from property taxes. RSA 76:3. 
The process of setting county, state education and cooperative school district tax rates 
involves “equalization” of property values among the municipalities.

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Selectmen’s Report 


The year 2014 proved to be another financially challenging time for our taxpayers with all 
levels of government seeing tax increases and Colebrook experiencing the loss of over 12 million 
dollars of property value from the reevaluation of our town. 


In 2015 we are proposing that some budgetary items presented to us by department 
heads be reduced or cut altogether. We understand that some of these cuts are unpopular but 
we feel that they are necessary to reduce the burden on our taxpayers. 


At this year’s Town Meeting we will be asking for our Taxpayers support for The 
Colebrook Main Street Project which will require a 2/3 majority ballot vote at town meeting. 


Many of us have been told, for the last 30+ years, that our Main Street rebuild was 
coming and all of the problems from failing underground pipes to sidewalks and traffic flow 
would be addressed. Well its thirty years later and through the hard work of our current Town 
Manager with grant writing, CMA Engineering with conceptual designs and our leadership team, 
we are in the best position that we have ever been in to address our failing Main Street 
infrastructure. 


We are currently losing 70% of treated water we pump from our wells each day through 
leaking joints and eroded pipes. It is not a question of will our system fail, but when. Our town 
has been put on notice through letters of deficiency by the NH Department of Environmental 
Services (DES) that if repairs are not made we could face possible enforcement for being out of 
compliance with State regulations. 


At a recent meeting in Concord, which was made possible through the efforts of 
Executive Councilor Joseph Kenny of District 1, we presented our project and requested support 
from Federal and State officials or their representatives, the question was asked: What do we do 
if our system fails and Main Street is impassable, leaving our downtown closed (hospital, banks, 
schools, pharmacy, industries etc.) for business due to lack of water and sewer and no money to 
pay for repairs? The only potential solution was to ask our Legislature to provide emergency 
funding for repairs, time will be our enemy. 


In 2014 Colebrook was very successful in obtaining potential funding sources for the 
project with 2.1 million dollars from USDA grant, as well as another grant award of $639,600 
from a State TAP grant towards sidewalks. We have been approved for a 2.5 million dollar USDA 
low interest loan that will be awarded to another community if voters decide not to support the 
bond vote at town meeting. 


We currently have $800,000 in our Main Street Capital Reserve Fund to be used towards 
the project.

At the end of February we will be applying to be put onto the upcoming State DOT 10 
year plan. 


Our Town Manager will be reapplying for the federal TIGER grant as well as looking into a 
CDBG grant or any other grants that will reduce the cost to taxpayers for the proposed project. 


Our Representatives will continue to communicate with the State Department of 
Transportation to obtain the amount of funds that they may commit to our project for Route 3 
resurfacing and drainage replacement. 


Meetings will continue with NH Public Service to address the power lines in the project 
area.

Our last payment on the School Bond of $390,000 will be made.

With what grants and loans that have been made available (at this time) we are 
projecting a maximum bond payment of $159,500 per year for 30 years on our Main Street 
Reconstruction Project. 


We would like to thank everyone who has played a role in getting us to this point and ask 
for Colebrook voter support in moving forward towards completing the project.

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Town Manager’s Report 


Over fourteen years ago, the Town of Colebrook made a commitment to Main Street by 
establishing a Colebrook Main Street Capital Reserve Fund. Over the years, Colebrook has 
accumulated over $800,000 in funding toward this project. 


For the last two years, | have been working with our engineers, CMA Engineering, staff at USDA, 
NH DOT, North Country Council, Community Development Finance Authority, and NH 
Department of Environmental Services to discuss the Main Street project. Common questions 
were “How do we fix the 100 year old water lines? What can we do about drainage and sewers? 
How do we make our sidewalks ADA compliant and functional? How can we make our 
crosswalks safer?” 


Many of these questions have been answered. We have a plan to reconstruct approximately 
2,700 feet of Main Street. The total project cost is $6.5 million dollars. This is article 2 on the 
Town Warrant. Of the total project cost, $4.6 million dollars (70% of the project budget) are 
improvements beneath the pavement. These are the water and sewer lines that keep our 
restaurants, Town Hall, schools and hospitals functioning. 


i! 


While we dig up the road and fix the water and sewer lines that have “served us well” for over 
100 years, the Town has an opportunity. We can modernize, beautify and make functional our 
sidewalks, crosswalks and pavement. Other area Towns have done it with great success and we 
hope to continue a dialogue with these municipalities to learn what worked and what didn’t 


work. 


Yes—the project is expensive. Of the $6.5 million, we have an offer from USDA to help us. This 
comes in the form of a $2.1 million dollar grant and a 3% low-interest loan over a 30 year period. 
We were recently awarded a $639,600 grant from NH DOT for sidewalk improvements. We also 
know that NH DOT is going to pay for some of the pavement and drainage cost—but 
unfortunately the dollar amount will not be known prior to Town Meeting. | have said it 
before—this project will never be less expensive than it is right now. 


What happens if we don’t pass the bond? The grant is an offer from USDA. It is a contingent 
offer on passage of the bond. If we don’t pass the bond, the funding goes to another Town or 
City who has a project that is “shovel ready.” There are over 14 Towns waiting in line behind 
Colebrook on the $639,600 Transportation Alternatives Program (TAP) grant as well. 


| have worked on many other public works projects in the past but undeniably, this is the most 
important project of my career to date. Together, | hope we can make this project a reality. My 
door is always open and | invite questions and concerns with regard to the budget and the Main 
Street Project in particular.

e Investing helps you cope with risk and uncertainty 


| encourage all of you to think about these ideas as they might apply to our town when 
you make your decisions at the annual town meeting.

This person 
would also be able to fill the position, if the taxpayers so desire, when | retire. The 
position is currently open. 


As shown by the breakdown below, the major amount of revenue the town clerk’s office 
receives is from motor vehicle registrations. Even though less vehicles were registered 
this year, the total revenue received from motor vehicle registrations increased. This is a 
sign, | believe, the economy is picking up and new cars are being bought.

Colebrook Planning Board Report 


Last year, we expressed a hope that 2014 would see a rebound in the economy and an 
increase in zoning certificate of compliance applications. Unfortunately, this was not the 
case. One less certificate for new residences, additions, sheds, and garages was issued 
this year than last year; a total of ten less than in 2013. 


The lower amount of permits allowed the Planning Board to devote more time to 
reviewing and updating our applications and regulations. It is hoped this will help 
streamline the application process and make the forms easier to complete. We are also 
recommending that, before any site plan application is filed, the entity come before the 
Planning Board for a Conceptual Review. This will allow the board to assist the entity 
submitting an application to get feedback from the board, allowing the Site 
Plan Application to be approved without multiple appearances before the board. The 
Planning Board is also working on creating a shortened Site Plan Application for 
businesses moving into existing empty storefronts or buildings. 


Chairman David Brooks was re-elected for another three years and was appointed to 
remain the Chairman. Unfortunately, Steve Brungot had to resign for health reasons in 
October. John Jolles, along-term Planning Board alternate, agreed to fill Steve’s 
remaining term. 


Our meetings continue to be held on the first Tuesday of the month, beginning at 7 pm, 


in the Colebrook District Courtroom. Everyone is invited and encouraged to attend.

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Notice Regarding Restoration of Involuntarily Merged Lot 


Per RSA 674:39-a, any involuntarily merged lot may be restored to premerger status 
upon the owner’s request and all zoning and tax maps shall be updated to identify the 
premerger boundaries of said lots or parcels as recorded at the Coos County Registry 
of Deeds. Such request must be submitted to the Board of Selectmen prior to 
December 31, 2016. If any owner in the chain of title voluntarily merged his or her 
lots, then all subsequent owners shall be not be permitted to restore the pre-merged 
boundaries. The municipality shall have the burden of proof to show that any 
previous owner voluntarily merged his or her lots. The restoration of the lots to their 
premerger status shall not be deemed to cure any non-conformity with existing local 
land use ordinances. All decisions of the governing body may be appealed in 
accordance with the provisions of RSA 676. 


Per RSA 674:39-a, this notice shall be posted in a public place no later than January 1, 
2012 and shall remain posted through December 31, 2016. The same notice shall be 
published in the 2011 through 2015 annual reports.

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Police Department Report 


A new year is upon us and with there is great change on the horizon for the North Country Region. The 
Balsams project is looming in the very near future, which will provide a shot in the arm to the economy. 
This will create much needed jobs for the region. With the increase of traffic and people in the area 
drawn by the events at the new facility there will also be an unfortunate increase in calls for service. 


2014 was a busy year for the police department. Incident numbers were up from 2013 250 to 315 in 
2014. Arrests also went up from 79 in 2013 to 89 in 2014. The police department solved several cases 
that received regional and national attention on the news. One case involved almost every officer in 
one way or another from a simple motor vehicle stop to evidence collection. 


Unfortunately the national epidemic has hit Colebrook as well, heroin. We have seen an increase in the 
use and sale in the area. The New Hampshire Drug Task force has been over-loaded with case work. The 
group of officers that covers our area numbers about four officers. They cover from Laconia north. The 
police department has in recent years been conducting our own investigations. With that comes a lot of 
man hours. We have been very fortunate to utilize Lt. Paul Rella and his experience as a detective with 
Jaffrey Police Department prior to becoming a New Hampshire State Trooper. Lt. Rella has also been 
prosecuting all the court cases in the court along with assisting with investigations. The court has 
become more demanding of small budget police departments as well. It is very common now for 
hearings and arraignments to be scheduled in Lancaster, New Hampshire. This involves and officer 
driving to the court and waiting for the case to be called. This creates a burden not only in man hours 
but mileage as well. As | always want to remind people if you have information you can call 1-800-NAB- 
DOPE or leave an anonymous message on the voice mail here at the police department. 


We continue to be present in and around the schools. It is not uncommon for officers to be in the 
parking lot at the elementary school in the morning as well as the afternoon. Parents are encouraged to 
use the south parking lot when the buses are picking or off-loading students. People should not be 
driving by the buses when they are loading in the afternoon. 


We have been asked to remind people about the spring time mud issues on our dirt roads. This is not 
the time to be out driving four-wheel drives in the mires that are created during mud season. Steep 
fines and or restitution for repairing the damage to the roads could result. 


We want to remind people to be sure and remove vehicles from the street side during the winter for 
snow removal purposes. Any vehicles that are parked on the street during the snow ban can be ticketed 
and towed. 


We have added a new officer. Officer John Leblanc joins the police department after graduating the 
police academy in December. 


As with every year we want to wish people a healthy and prosperous 2015.

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Colebrook Recreation Department Report 
A Year Round Recreation Department! 


In 2014 the Colebrook Recreation Department of one full time and 9 part-time employees 
offered 82 programs over the course of the year. There were 30 Family Programs and Special 
Events, 23 Camps, 6 Adult Program, and 21 Sport Programs offered. The amount of $48,207 was 
brought in by user fees of these 82 programs while $34,824 was spent in expenses of those said 
programs leaving a balance of $13,383. The anticipated revenue, (money that goes back to the 
towns general fund) of $10,000 was deducted from this amount leaving an excess balance of 
$3383. As in accordance with the Revolving Fund that was voted in by taxpayers in 2005, the 
excess user fee money can be transferred to the Revolving Fund. The fund is used to purchase 
all supplies and equipment reducing the burden on the taxpayer. The revolving fund provides 
financial assistance to Colebrook residents for programs. The fund also gives the department 
the ability to have fundraisers and accept donations. In 2014 Northern Tire, Michelin Tire, 
Wilderness Ski Club, and First Colebrook Bank gave monetary donations to the department. 


For the fourth time recreation programs received awards from the New Hampshire Recreation 
and Park Association. The first award was the Rowland “Kim” Perkins award for Special Event 
program excellence for The Family Bracket Challenge. The challenge was started in 2014 and run 
along with the NCAA March Madness basketball tournament. It involved families playing against 
each other competing to be the highest scoring mom, dad, son or daughter. All participants had 
the opportunity to win prizes from businesses in Colebrook as Well. The 2014 winners were 
Sheila Beauchemin, Duane Call, Jake Mardin, and Jordan Brooks. The challenge will return in 
2015; 


The department also won the New Hampshire Recreation and Park Association Clarence B 
“Willie” Shellnut Award from Program Excellence for The Battle of the Books. The program is run 
with the assistance of the 4", 5", and 6” grade classroom teachers at Colebrook Elementary 
School. The students take part in the recreational activity of reading and vote for the book they 
wish to move on to the next round until the class determines the winning book. At the 
conclusion of the battle, the group built geocaches and travel bugs and placed them around 
town. 


In November the Recreation Advisory Board created a survey that was sent out through all the 
social networks and email list serve and gathered over 100 responses- 
*47% said they are made aware of Colebrook Recreation Programs by the flyers sent 
through Colebrook Elementary School and 13% learn from the monthly email 
*66% take part in programs to be active and 65% take part for exposure to new 
activities/sports/events 
*Program suggestions included more family activities, archery, tot soccer, more teen 
activities throughout the year 
*53% felt the cost to the taxpayer was very low for what is offered 
*76% feel it is extremely valuable to have the access to the recreation programs 
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The department had three basketball travel teams and one coed soccer team this year. All travel 
teams attended tournaments and played the surrounding town teams as well. The 2014 teams 
were coached by volunteers; Brian Riff, Philip Shaw, Craig Boire, Andy Pearson and Gina Brown 
deserve a big thank you for your time. 


Programs will continue to be advertised via Facebook, through emails, and flyers at the 
Colebrook Elementary School and all information is available on the department website 
www.colebrookrecreation.weebly.com. 


It is the hope of the Recreation Department that it can maintain the quantity and quality of the 
available programs during 2015.

An under used service offered is the Ebsco Databases; an outstanding collection of general 
interest and academic periodicals, newspapers, business resources, health resources, and more. 
This is a great resource for students doing projects and reports, business people reading 
professional journals or medical questions. Student resources are geared toward their age. To 
take advantage of NHewLINK databases (http://www.nh.gov/nhsl/nhewlink) all you need is a 
library card, a computer & an Internet connection. The New Hampshire State Library is pleased 
to provide FREE access to the NHewLINK collection to you from home as well as the library. 


Are you a genealogy buff? We offer Ancestry Library Edition. Unfortunately, this can only be 
used in the’ library but we- recently signed up for Heritage Quest 


(http://www.heritagequestonline.com) which can be used from home. You may call the library 


for log-in information. 


None of these services would be available without the New Hampshire State Library, which has 
formed consortiums to bring the price down so smaller libraries can afford them. 


We’ve run a full year on our automation system. We’d like to thank our patrons for being patient 
during this transition. Our library catalog is on line at: colebrook.nhais.bywatersolutions.com so 
you can search from home, place a hold, renew books, even make purchase suggestion without 


coming into the library. We have both a webpage: http://colebrookpubliclibrary.weebly.com and 


Facebook page. 


People still love books, 9517 adult and 7631 children books were circulated. A total of 21,298 
materials in 2014 circulated. This included besides books; puzzles (30), CDs (201), DVDs (984), 
Magazines (447). We loaned 768 materials through interlibrary loan and borrowed 561. 2675 
people used our internet, 853 of them used our WiFi. 


Your children’s department continues to offer reading programs in the spring (“Pop Open a 
Good Book”) and summer (“Fizz Boom Read”) to area children with 169 children participating. 


These programs are in addition to spring and fall story hours, Lego club, and Doll club. 


The meeting room is used by various local groups; The Recreation Department, GED, Vocational 
Rehab, Bambino League and a small farmers group. 
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It’s hard to believe the Ingram-Shaw addition is 25 years old. Palmieri Roofing replaced the roof 
of the addition and Edwards Electric upgraded the lighting in the Children’s Department. The 
lighting in the basement and Adult section will be upgraded in 2015. Future projects would 
include replacing carpeting and flooring, painting, and upgrading the furnace in the “Old” 
building to name a few. 


The Library would like to thank everyone who donated CDs, DVDs, books, magazines, puzzles and 
office supplies over the year. This allows us to offer a larger variety of materials without the extra 
cost.

The 45th continues to experience a steady 911 call and patient interfacility transfer 
volume; however, due to several reasons our staff has been dwindling as in previous 
years. We are constantly attempting recruit and train new personnel from EMTs to 
Paramedics. This situation/trend will take time and funds to reverse. 


On the bright side, all is not lost. We have been able, through some very creative 
planning and research, to significantly reduce our workman’s compensation annual cost, 
which has enabled the 45th to level fund this year. We fully realize in these times that 
this is of utmost importance. 


We have sent out specifications to several ambulance vendors; we expect to have a new 
ambulance in our station by late spring of this year. This purchase is desperately needed 
to continue the prompt efficient service that is enjoyed today. 


Two new part-time employees are currently being trained and cleared to function on their 
own within the next several weeks. 


By the end of this year two new paramedics that are in class for the 45th will be cleared 
for full duty, enabling better 911 and transfer calls responses. 


The EMT/Firefighter Program at the Canaan School is continuing to be very well 


received. All the students enrolled in the class are enthusiastic and are servicing as role 
models for younger students. 
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4 The 4Sth is striving to upgrade our aging medical equipment through creative financing 
and grants. Hopefully this year we will upgrade our cardiac monitors. 


4 We are, as always, very appreciative of the invaluable assistance received from the local 
fire departments, without their responses the tasks we must complete on medical calls, 
motor vehicle collisions and ATV / snow machine collisions would be extremely 
difficult.

The Headwaters Subcommittee of the Connecticut River Joint Commissions (CRJC) is 
comprised of members appointed by the selectboards of the towns on the Upper Connecticut 
River. The Subcommittee serves as a means of providing local input on projects proposed on the 
Connecticut River and advice on maintaining good water quality and habitat. Staff support 
continued to be provided by North Country Council through a cooperative agreement between 
CRJC and Upper Valley Lake Sunapee Regional Planning Commission with funding from the 
states of New Hampshire and Vermont. 


The Committee met 4 times in 2014. Some of the accomplishments: 


e Reviewed all applications submitted pursuant to NH Rivers Management & Protection 
Program requirements. 

e Made arrangements for Connecticut River Watershed Council assistance for engineering 
study of Bissell Brook erosion where erosion threatens popular multiuse trail. 

e Distributed the updated the CRJC Recreation Management Plan. 

e Met with NHDES and TransCanada officials to discuss mutual interest in management of 
Murphy Dam with regard for habitat and safety. 

e Participated in plans for increased water quality monitoring. 

e Participated in discussions about possible changes to fishing regulations in certain areas 
to ensure long term sustainability of the fisheries to support the local economy. 

e Facilitated communication between landowners, concerned citizens and state agency 
personnel to ensure concerns about water quality issues were followed up on. 


Meetings are planned quarterly in 2015, or more frequently if needed for permit reviews. Notices 
of meetings will be available at town offices and on www.crjc.org. Meetings are open to the 
public. There are also currently several openings on the Subcommittee for individuals interested 
in being members.

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NORTH COUNTRY COUNCIL, INC. 
2014 ANNUAL REPORT 


There were many changes at North Country Council this past year. In March a new 
Executive Director was hired. Shortly thereafter an administrative assistant was 
hired in order to ensure the efficient use of public dollars by organizing the office. 
There have been numerous administrative changes to reduce costs including small 
contracts that produced an $800 per month reduction for the photocopier lease, 
new strategy for health insurance which will save almost $20,000 a year and 
investments in information technology that will enable staff to provide better service 
to the region. Four new part-time employees were hired in order to increase the 
organization’s capacity to serve member communities and new foundation and 
private funding sources were obtained to provide match for federal dollars; this 
allows more of the member dues to be used for direct services back to communities. 


Governance of North Country Council also has seen some changes. The 
Representatives, that your community appoints, met to discuss and approve the 
budget and workplan that is carried out over the year.

Beginning in February/March the staff of North Country Council will be holding 
remote office hours once a month in Plymouth, Colebrook, Albany and Berlin. 
Questions about Board roles, services of the NCC, land use issues, transportation 
process and other issues will be addressed by staff in more convenient locations.

What are rigid plastics?
